•• „ 


Within the week there has been launched in^ New 


York-city a movement that is distinctly unique in the 
religion? annals of America, if not, indeed, of the en- 
tire;-\yorM. This is the crusade that has been termed 
the Men and Religion Forward movement, in which 
a band of thirty men, all trained religious workers but 
none of them clergymen, is beginning an effort that 
has for its purpose the evangelization of the Ameri- 
can continent. 
' - 


Other evangelistic parties, many of them notable 


in char?ctcr, have given much of time and effort in this 
direction and have accomplished good that no man can 
measure. But their work has been general in its char- 
acter. The appeal has been to men, women and chil- 
dren, and frequently the evangelists have had the as- 
sistance of. devoted women whose success has been 
quite-as brilliant as that of their male co-workers. 


This new crusade, however, is an. appeal directly 


and solely' to the men of America. It has been taking 
form for'some time and its friends claim for it a place 
as the most ambitious and sweeping crusade the world 
has known in centuries. Financially backed by a com- 
pany of near one hundred New York capitalists and 
clergymen, this band which is to carry the gospel of 
the Nazarene closer to American msr. is to begin its 
actual work at Minneapolis early in October. Only 
men have been cliflsen, because the leaders in the move- 
ment believe that men can carry the appeal closer 
to men. and much is confidently expected from what 
is termed a "real man's influence" with the masculine 
sex. 
Some seventy-six centers in the United States 


and Canada arc to be visited by the Men and Religion 
Forward workers. Among them is South'Bend, in our 


• own state. 
The movement is one which will be 


watched with deep interest, and it may possibly mark 
the beginning of a new era in American evangelistic 
work. 


Even Breathitt county. Kentucky, is going to be 


good. Prominent residents of the'mountain districts 
have called a meeting to be held October 9 for the 
purpose of organizing a law and order league. 
In 


recent months Rreathitt county has broken into the 
news dispatches so infrequently as to lead to the con- 
clusion that the feudists were all dead and that peace 
was triumphant in that troubled district. 


The rumor that Vice President Sherman has hopes 


of becoming the next republican nominee for president 
will strike the ordinary man as an instance of optimism 
running riot. 


Enthusiastic greetings are coming to the president 


at every stop thus far in his swing 'round the circle. ' 
but doubtless Mr. Taft cannot help wondering whether 
or no they intend to vote the way they cheer. 


CIVIC Dl'TV OF VS ALL. 


(Indianapolis News.1) 


Mr. W. K. Stewarvt. in his talk before the Commercial 


club concerning the lesson he had learned as to munici- 
pal government while in Europe, said that he had con- 
cluded that the great fault with our city government 
lay with ourselves. That is not new. but it is everlast- 
ingly true and can not be too strongly emphasized. 
We "have all been saying it lo. these many years, but 
we do nothing. One great source of the evil is the in- 
trusion of national politics and %parties in municipal 
campaigns. 
We deplore it, but continue to permit it.. 


There has been much improvement in this regard, but , 
not enough lo effect lasting reform. 
At every election 


we have aspirants for municipal office, chosen according 
to national party affiliations, and good men voting for 
candidates believed to be incompetent or corrupt, simply 
because they wear the party label that accords with the I 
convictions of the good men on national questions- 
In j 


the rank and file among us there is deep prejudice! 
against the mere name of the opposition party. We do : 
not want simply parks and sewers, police and fire de-1 
partments, we want democratic or republican parks, j 
sewers and municipal departments. 
The same men that 


thus vote would not for a moment order their business 
affairs so. They would choose the directors and offi- 
cers of their business concerns according to fitness, with- 
out a thought as to their politics. 
We do not order pur 


city government for business reasons, but for political j 
rea'sons. There has. indeed, been much improvement in, 
this regard, but. sufficient, of the old evil is left to leaven 
the whole lump. The first thing, then, is a strong or- 
ganization of those that have freed themselves from_ this 
party slavery to throw the weight of their act and ex- ( 
ample on the side of city government for business rea- 
sons. The next is for such organization and all organ- 
izations to take a living interest in getting things done. 
Here are the abuses of our market house, for example. I 
We ought to have a demand from every civic organiza- • 
tion. from every labor union that these abuses end at 
once 
And it should be of the militant kind—not merely , 


"resolved, etc."

politicians and spoilsmen and have it ordered as a great 
business corporation we must lay

STATE INQUIRY f\TO Lll'lXG COST. 


Wisconsin is now going to make nn effort to find out 


where the ultimate consumer's dollar goes. 
The 


answer will be sought by the state board of public 
works, a new commission created by flic last, legisla- 
ture, ostensibly to work out some uniform system of 
bookkeeping, hut which under its powers may investi- 
gate'" numberless other things connected with the wel- 
fare of the cpmmonwealth: and it is understood tliai 
Governor McGovern, who is the father of the idea, 
purposes through this commission to make living 
cheaper and better for the residents of Wisconsin. 


One of the first questions the commission will take 


into consideration is the method of placing foodstuffs 
on-the market, with a view of ascertaining just how 
much the producer receives from the middleman and 
the ratio of profit exacted by the retailer from the 
ultimate 
consumer. 
Considerable data already has 


been obtained. 
Thus it has been learned that the 


bulk of potatoes which retailed in Milwaukee at up- 
ward of $2 a bushel this spring had been bought for 
thirty cents and less from the grower last fall and 
•stored for spring and summer consumption, so that 
the farmer"in truth received only little of the high 
price paid by the consumer. Again, market men in 
Milwaukee continued to charge high prices for meals 
week.- after the wholesalers had announced radical re- 
ductions. 


Despite tin- somewhat dismal prospect for a solution 


of the problem by Wisconsin cavants, judged by ac- 
complishments of simijar juries elsewhere, the rest of 
the country may be depended upon to maintain an air 
of .hopeful expectancy until the returns from Wiscon- 
sin are in.

The state food and drug authorities are preparing 


to take up with the United States department of agri- 
culture the question of interstate shipments of bad 
eggs. Indiana produce dealers, who are observing the 
new law. concerning the selling of bad eggs, have com- 


' plained that the eastern buyers are not paying much 


attention to the Indiana effort to better the egg situa- 
tion, and that many bad eggs are being shipped from 
the slate. 
The slate authorities will ask the federal 


department to investigate the bad egg shipments, and 
prosecute the shippers. 


Despite efforts which arc being made in many parts 


"of Indiana to combat the "while plague," vital sta- 


tistics prepared by the slate board of health show that 
there" was an average of one death almost every two 
hours in .Indiana from tuberculosis during the month 
of August.
